T. Wayne Martin 
Infestation of warble grubs cause 
many losses to the cattle producer. A 
lower rate of growth may result from 
the presence of warble grubs. Losses 
at the packer level such as trim loss, 
devaluation loss and hide loss are of- 
ten reflected through a lower price 
paid to the producer. There is also 
the possibility of the warble grub ir- 
ritation increasing stress on the ani- 
mal resulting in the chance for infec- 
tion from other sources, 
Use of systemic insecticides is the 
most. practical method of reducing 


tion of the warble fly is improbable. 
These systemic insecticides are used 
after the warble larvae have penetraf= 
ed the hide, but before serious damage 
has occurred, Systemic . insecticides 
are available as a pour-on and a 
spray.

; Back in 1940, the depres- 
sion that had vacated most of 
Canada, was still in force in 
Western Canada. Times were 

(.. tough for farmers, and the cit- 

ics and towns on the prairies 

had not yet benefited from the 
increased business that accom- 
panies a war. 

Commencing in 1941, good 
times returned to the farm and 
until last year’s overproduc- 
tion and underselling of wheat, 
the farmers enjoyed record 
prosperity. 

Prior to the depression, it 
was a rare feat for a farmer in 
Western Canada to have three 
successive good years. But for 
27 years, times were good on 
the big spreads across Can- 
ada’s west, and life’s good 
_ things were enjoyed by wheat 
farmers in record numbers. 

Today as you drive through 
parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, you still see re- 
minders of the good life. The 
farm machinery. outlets look 
‘prosperous until you realize 
the lots are loaded with new 
machines at: a time. when 
1969 production should be in 
the fields. gan 

The travel agents still have 
their inviting posters on the 
main ‘street of each village, but 


- whereas. a few years’ ago an. 


agency was a quick way to 
make a good living, today’s 
agents are happy to sell a tick- 
et to Montreal or. Toronto. 


The sad facts are that when 
the bottom fell out of the 
wheat sales in 1968 and the 
damp grain had to be stored 
eutside, the farmers no longer 
could afford the winter tripe to 
Hawaii, the Far East, the Car- 
ébbean or Europe. 

And the $18,000 combines 
weren't turned im because 
there was a new model on the 
market.

And few farm- 
ers were optimistic over the 
prospects of selling much of 
the crop. 

Last year, they were given a 
quota@of five bushels an acre

as three bushels. 

This means that incomes for 
the farmers in 1969 will be 
even lower than last ‘year, 
when many were forced to dip 
into reserves built up during 
the good vyedrs. Those who 
spent everything they made, 
were forced to seek bank loans 
and other financing to last 
through this year. Their credit 
is now at the end of the line. 

To dramatize how serious 
the situation really is, the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan an- 
nounced a plan to accept grain 
in exchange for tuition fees. 
The school was flooded with 
1,000 applicants for 300 
openings. The~ Saskatchewan 
Roughrider football team an- 
nounced a plan to accept a 
bushel and a half of grain as 
worth $2 towards the price of 
a ticket at a game at Regina's 
Taylor Field, The University 
may have some open spaces in 
mind for storing the grain, but 
as anyone who has ventured to 
Taylor Field will tell you, 
space is already at a premium 
there. 

Several newspapers in the 
West carry advertisements of- 
fering grain in exchange for a 
wide variety of objects. A car 
dealer in Med‘cine Hat, Alta., 
was convinced the only way he 
could “Make The Scene” with 
his 1970 collection was to ac- 
cept grain as a down payment. 

The only. drawback to this is 
the pessimism of such experts 
as A. M. Runciman, chairman 
of the Canada Grains Council. 
“T can't see any ray of light. 
The surplus situation won’t im- 
prove for five years and will 
probably become, worse.” 

When the 1969 crop is in 
wheat in Canada will excee 
one billion bushels. The only 
hope for unloading this enor- 
mous pile of food in a world 
filled with hungry people, is 
for disaster in the other 
wheat-producing countries of

She 
opened the door and found the 
house full of smoke, the 
kitchen full of dirty dishes, 
and an armchair full of me. 

I can’t smell, of course, not 
even fish burning. And it was 
the -nervous sigain of looking 
out for myself‘and the cat for 
four days that had made me 
flake out like that. 

Lady, you have my deepest 
‘sympathy concerning your 
daughter and the laws which 
create such an impasse. And 
the kids know the law. They 
have us right over a barrel. It’s 
easy enough to say, “If they 


want to go, let ‘em got Kick. 


‘em out.” This is the favorite 
advice of non-PORK-ers.

But again, it’s a 
wrenching decision when you 
love the child and when you 
realize what will probably 
happen. Me

Wade, according to Montreal 
head coach, Kay Dalton, was 
suffering from a concussion 
sustained, during the second 
quarter and could not be held 
accountable for his actions 
thereafter.

Mr. Munro says his informa- 
tion is that the human body 
eliminates DDT faster than an- 
imals do. 

Fortunately, the provinces 
are showing a greater desire to 
fight the problem than Ottawa. 
Quebec followed up the Ontar- 
io announcement with news 
that a Bill will be introduced 
next February dealing with 
uses of DDT in that province. 

It_is ironic that the main 
exception to the Ontario ban 
on DDT next year will be the 
tobacco growers. They will re- 
quire a license but will be able 
to purchase DDT to ensure 
that their tobacco crop flour- 
ishes, — 

The big rap against DDT — 
short for chlorinated hydrocar- 
bon, dichloro dipher.yl trichlor- 
ethane — is its extremely long 
active life. Other pesticides kill 
for a limited period. At least 
50 percent of a DDT applica- 
tion remains in its poisonous 
state for 15 years. This results 
in a tremendous spread of the 
chemical. Rain washes DDT off 
fields, it is absorbed by living 
organisms in streams and 
lakes, and finally, deadly quan- 
tities accumulate in larger fish. 
These fish, by consuming thou- 
sands of small! fish, all car- 
rying DDT, thus have a lethal 
dose. It is possible that these 

* fish are unfit for human con. ~ 
sumption —< 1 for one do not 
“ite to tind out. r

| WHERE ARE THE JOBS? 


Arthur J. R. Smith, Chairman of 
the Economic Council, has again re- 
minded setters of policy that in the 
shaking out of prices there can be 


special pénalties in the form of seri- 


ous unemployment. The Financial 
Post reports that he is critical of Ot- 
tawa’s “single-minded pursuit of anti- 
inflation policies” in an economy 
where the goals are many. Certainly 
the latest facts from the job front are 
far from comforting, The Post says. 
The number of male teenagers join- 
ing the working force rose only 0.8 
per cent in the past year a5 against 
the 7.6 per cent - 7.9 per cent of the 
two previous years. This is the case 
despite the rapid growth of population 
in this age group. The youngsters are 
obviously prolonging their education 
in the face of hard-to-get job condi- 
tions. Three out of every four new 
jobs are in the service industries, and, 
as might be expected in these condi- 
tions, the opportunities are mostly for 
women. This suggests an avalanche 
of job hunters overhanging the work 
force. If the move to work coincides 
with recession, then there is trouble 
ahead.

(By W. D. Tipper) 
. There ie a saying that “every sea- 
son has a reason", and we can para- 
phase this “every group has a prob- 
lem”. Sometimes more than one prob- 
lem, Bill Hurst, our Soil and Crop 


Yellow Leaf Blight has been seen as | 
a major item in the Cobourg area. As — 
of September 29th, he had not pin- | 
pointed any in the rest of the Quinte 
area. In checking into the situation, | 
he came up with a description and 
news item from the University of Wis- 
consin. We quote from it as follows. 

“In 1967, a few fields were seen | 
with a general yellowing of foliage, | 
particularly the lower leaves ~~ symp~- 
toms with some resemblance to ni- | 
trogen deficiency. The yellowing, how- | 
resulted from many individual, 
yellow, elongated spots —- hence, the | 
name “yellow leaf blight”. In the 
centre of the spots were elliptical 
dead areas, colored tan-to-cream, 
about one-half inch long. 

In 1968, these symptoms appeared 
in many new fields. In most instances 
that year, the yellow margin was ab- 
sen. and the dead areas were some- 
times longer and narrower. Varietal 
response was partly responsible for 
symptom variation, but the cause is 
not completely understood. Plants 
heavily Attacked in June or July lost 
vigor and remained somewhat reduced 
in size and substance throughout the 
season, 

Also in 1968, the disease is reported 
in Minnesota, Michigan, Indiana, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ontario. Wis- 
consin fields were apparently most 
severely blighted. ! 

Yellow leaf blight is “caused gh a i 
fungus which produces masses 
spores in small, almost recite if 
black bodies (pycnidia) which develop | j 
in the dead spots. These spores are |} 
#pread by rain and wind, They ger- i 
minate and infect new leaf areas 
readily during wet weather. In 1967, 
infections occurred primarily in irri- 
gated areas. The wet conditions of |! 
1968 undowbtedly contributed to the 
rapid development of the disease — 
throughout most of Wisconsin's corn 
belt, 

The disease fungus over-winters in 
debris. Fields in continuous corn were © 
most severely affected, especially 
where much debris remained above 
ground. Stress factors, such as poor 
soil structure, waterlogging and possi- 
bly nitrogen deficiency, may have in- 
creased disease severely. However, 
the disease was found under a wide 
range of conditions, nicluding rather 
ideal ones, Disease damage was not 
‘reduced by -side-dressing with fertili- 
bers.”

yO RUCK HUNTING NEWS 
/The opening of duck season this 
“year was set back one week later than | 
normal and was generally well ac- 
cepted by the hunters. The weather 
was cooler (but pleasant) and the 
birds less “Pinny”. 

Generally speaking, this later open- 
ing date was a move in the right di- | 
rection. There was a late hatch this 
spring and the extra week gave the 

& a chance to fill out their flight 
feathers. Had the season opened a 
week earlier, there quite likely would 
have been more ducks shot — sitting 
on the water — and that isn’t sport, 
a person has to be hungry. 

Conservation Officers, assisted by 
RCMP. Officers, checked 959 hun- 
ters and examined 1412 ducks includ- . 
ing three, Canada Geese. The success | 
rate was "bout the same as last year. 
If the birds were to be divided evenly, | 
each hunter would get a duck and a 
small half. It took the hunter slightly 
over two hours to bag a bird this year 


“as compared to over two and a half 


hours last year, 
There was a noticeable increase in 


the number of dogs. used this year, 
and, as expected, hunters with dogs 
got twice as many ducks, mainly be- 
cause the cripples are picked up and

The program will be of particular 
importance in Northern Ontario, 
where installation of services in 
rocky ground is an economic prob- 
lem. 

» The province will grant assistance 


in Water» servicing when costs rise 
about $100 a year for the average 
home. 


The maximum contribution by the 
province for both water and sewage 
works will’not be greater than 50 per 
cent of the total cost of the works. 

However, “there many be a .few 
costs in very high-cost projects that 
the 50 per cent grant may not be 
sufficient to meet all costs above 
$120 for sewage and $100 for water”, 
Mr. Kerr said. 

“An example jis Haliburton, where 
provineial participation of an _ esti- 


‘mated $739,000 will not be sufficient 


to reduce the sewage charges to $120, 
The orginal charge of $311 per home 
will be reduced, however, to $155 a 
home by application of this formula”. 

Mr. Kerr said a number of com- 
install essential 
sewage and water works at the urg- 


.ing of the government find costs be- 


yond their financial capacity. 

“In some cases the Ontario Muni- 
cipal Board has had to ask that such 
projects be postponed because the 
project was beyond the financial ca- 
pacity of the small community even 
With. provincial assistance 
Ontario Water Resources Commission 
financing”’. 

The small communities are caught 
between the OWRC which 
them to install sewage-services as a 
control over pollution and the OMB, 
which orders them to limit their ca- 
‘pital expenditure. 

Mr. Kerr said provincial 
will average about 30 per c¢ 
cost for municipal.ties under 
population.

ENFORCEMENT OF 
NEW MINIMUM WAGE 


The Ontario Labour Department is 
concentrating empl®yment standards 
inspections this month on the hotel, 


. jestauraht and related industries to 


make sure employers and employees 
gre aware of a new minimum wage. 

The new minimum wage of $1.30 
hourly became effective October Ist 
for the hotel, motel, resort, restaur- 
ant, tavern and taxi businesses. It 
and other improved employment 
standards became effective in other 
business and industry last January 
Jat. cs \ 

r Minister Dalton Bales said 


the t in emphasis would be for a 


few weeks only. After that, employ- | 


ment standards officers would return 


to the normal schedule of investigat- | 


ing complaints and carrying out ge- 
neral spot checks. 

Mr. Bales said he decided to con- 
centrate on the low-wage service in- 
dustries after consultation with Earl 
Howard, Director of the Departments 


Employment Standards Branch. ‘ 


“In the course of the past mine 
“months we have found,” he said, 
“that most employers willingly meet 


their obligatiéns under the new em-— 


ployment standards legislation. 

“But, despite our efforts to publi- 
cize the legislation, we find that 
many employers and employees are 
not aware of it and because of this 


we are increasing our efforts in this 


field. 

“We have found that if there are 
cases of negligence it is better to find 
them quickly as this prevents em- 
_ployers having to pay substantial 


amounts because all adjustments are 


retroactive’. 

The hotel, motel, resort, restaurant 
tavern and tax industries, were ex- 
empt, the past nine months, from the 
$1.30 minimumgwage which, became 
effective in Ontario last January Ist, 
when the new Employment Standards 
Act became law. 

Because it was felt the full impact 
of the new minimum wage could have 
werious financial- repercussions for 
these industries, it was imposed in 
two stages, to give ample time for 
adjustment.

Branch of the Department has .Sol- | 
lected $871,887 for 30,699 employees 
throughout the province, who had 
been underpaid, Mr. Bales said. 

He said that branch inspectors 
have carried out 5,592 inspections to 
make sure employers pay minimum 
wage, overtime pay, vacation PAY, or 
equal pay for equal work for men 
and women. 

The branch can colleet’ unpaid 
wages for employees up to a4 total 
claim of $1,000.

Max Ward, who fought Gov- 
ernment red tape and long odds 
to make overseas travel rela- 
tively cheap for Canadians on a 
Canadian-operated plane, may 
become a victim of his .own 
zeal, 

Before the former bush pilot 
moved into the charter busi- 
ness in a big way two years 
ago, foreign based airlines han- 
dled the majority or overseas 
charters originating in Canada. 

Air Canada and Canadian 
Pacific handled some charters 
in the peak summer travel 
months, but neither had suffic- 
ient equipment to fight off the 
large U.S. carriers or those 
from Europe. 

In the early 60s, when any-
